To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Dorchester  Rural  District  Council, 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of  Dorchester 
for  the  year  1962,  It  is  written  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  has  been  very  small;  the  Measles  occurred  mainly  in  the  first 
half  of  the  year  and  affected  the  outlying  villages;  all  the  Whoop- 
ing Cough  cases  occurred  in  one  of  our  small  villages.  The  Scarlet 
lever  infection  was  in  a child  who  was  visiting  the  area.  Three 
cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  reported , but  on  investigation  it  was 
considered  they  were  not  caused  by  food. 

A case  of  query  Diphtheria  was  reported  in  an  adult  who  was 
admitted  to  hospital  but  proved  not  to  be  a case.  There  were  nine 
children  in  the  household,  all*,  except  possibly  one,  had  been 
immunised. 


The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was,  of  course,  the  outbreak 
of  Smallpox  in  the  Midlands  and  Wales  and  although  we  had  no  eases, 
the  amount  of  work  was  greatly  increased  due  to  advice  requested  by 
the  public  regarding  vaccination  and  certificates  required  for  even 
moving  around  in  this  country.  Only  in  one  case  was  disinfection 
carried  out;  this  was  in  a household  where  a person  had  arrived  by 
plane  from  India.  I would  like  to  add  a word  of  thanks  and  appreci- 
ation to  the  local  doctors  for  their  liason  and  help  during  this 
period  in  spite  of  their  extra  work  due  to  the  public’s  demand  for 
vaccination,  also  to  the  County  Medical  staff  for  help  with  vacci- 
nation and  Dr,  Tee  of  the  public  Health  Laboratory  who  had  the 
difficult  task  of  controlling  the  issue  of  vaccination  lymph.

Fever  was  reported  in  a farmer’s  household. 


There  was  a history  of  recent  abortion  in  the  cattle  - all  the 


latter  had  been  vaccinated  with  the  possible  exception  of  two  and  all 
tests  on  the  milk  proved  negative. 
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Daring  the  summer  months  an  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  was  reported  in 
a summer  camp,  and  a full  investigation  was  carried  out  over  a period 
of  weeks,  but  all  samples  from  patients,  food  and  sewer  swabs  proved 
negative*  A special  investigation  for  virus  germs  also  proved  negative. 
Other  similar  outbreaks  have  been  reported  in  the  South  of  England , but 
the  causative  organisms  (if  any)  have  not  been  found. 

Another  notable  feature  was  the  increase  of  Anthrax  occurring  in 
animals  such  as  cows,  pigs  and  in  one  case  a cat.  The  main  source  is 
thought  to  be  due  to  infected  animal  foodstuffs,  A meeting  was  held 
of  the  County  and  District  Medical  Officers,  the  director  of  the 
Dorchester  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  public  Health  I ns oec tors  when 
the  best  method  of  disinfection  was  discussed  and  although  numerous 
disinfectants  are  recommended  the  use  of  formalin  was  considered  to  be 
the  most  effective.  The  advice  was  gladly  received  by  the  police  who 
are  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  disinfection. 


Polio  vaccinations  continued  throughout  the  year,  the  oral  vaccine 
was  made  available  in  May  and  most  people  now  prefer  this  method  and 
vaccination  by  injection  is  becoming  uncommon.  The  following  figures 
for  vaccinations  and  immunisations  carried  out  in  1962  have  been  given 
by  the  County  Health  Department,

An  investigation  into  the  source  oh  Salmonellae  germs  - the  prin- 
ciple organisms  which  cause  food  poisoning  - is  being  carried  out  by 
Dr.  G.II.  Tee,othe  Director  of  the  Dorchester  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
All  public  health  departments  in  the  County  are  assisting  him  in  pro- 
viding samples  of  meat,  meat  products  and  sewer  swabs  from  slaughter- 
house drains  for  this  purpose.  He  states  that  the  investigation  is 
yielding  interesting  and  useful  information. 


Special  reports  were  made  to  the  Council  during  the  year  on 
Smoking  and  Health,  Chronic  Bronchitis  and  Fluoridation  of  water 
supplies.  Discussions  on  smoking  were  held  with  school  leavers  at 
various  schools ,

A further  report  was  presented  to  the  Council,  on  figures  given 
by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Wessex  Region  followed  at  the 
next  meeting  by  the  figures  of  notifications  and  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  in  the  last  twelve  years  in  the  area.  These  latter 
figures  showed  marked  decreases  in  notifications  and  deaths,  but 
the  number  on  the  register  had  not  altered  much,  showing  the  effect

of  the  new  drugs  in  keeping  patients  alive  longer,  also  a definite

relationship  was  shown  between  the  visits  of  the  X-Ray  Unit  and  the 
new  cases  reported. 


Owing  to  alterations  in  the  old  clinic,  which  has  now  been 
entirely  adapted  for  laboratory  purposes,  the  office  of  the  Medical- 
Officer  of  Health  was  transferred  to  the  new  Health  Centre,  other- 
wise the  address  and  telephone  number  are  unaltered, 

I again  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  understanding  and  help  during  the  year5,  also  the  Public 
Health  staff  for  their  efforts  in  a difficult  year  caused  by 
numerous  staff  changes,  and  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  for 
their  ready  co-operation.

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  I960  the 
work  of  licensing  of  the  dealers  in  pasteurised,  sterilised  and 
tuberculin  tested  milk  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County 
Council,  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority, 

The  following  information  was  received  from  the  County  Health 
Department : - 

Of  the  151  samples  from  Retailer-Producers  which  were  taken, 
all  passed  the  Statutory  tests  except  eleven  which  failed  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test,  A further  140  samples  were  taken  from  schools 
and  there  was  only  one  failure  and  22  from  canteens  with  only  one 
failure  - both  these  failures  were  on  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

The  Council  are  now  concentrating  on  building  of  houses  for  old 
persons  and  the  site  and  type  of  houses  already  built  in  the  village 
of  Broadmayne  are  excellent  and  worth  a visit*  and  further  houses  in 
various  villages  are  contemplated  and  I am  sure  they  will  be  greatly 
ppreciated  by  the  old  people.

There  is*  however*  still  a need  for  ordinary  council  houses  to 
rehouse  families  from  substandard  houses*  often  evicted  families  and 
caravan  dwellers.

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  said  Control  of  Development  Act*  i960* 
the  Council  had  already  approved  a Schedule  of  Standard  Conditions 
for  attachment  to  the  Licences  issued*  but  as  tents  were  not  included 
in  this  bet,  the  Council  approved  a further  Schedule  of  Conditions 
for  tents  under  Sootion  209  of  the  Public  Health  Act*  1936. 

Agricultural  Act,  1956 

During  the  year  142  farms  were  inspected*  24  of  them  did  not 
comply  with  the  Act  and  following  the  serving  of  notices  6 of  them 
had  already  complied. 


To  call  the  ambulance  for  routine  work,  ring  Dorchester  1761-3 
in  an  emergency  ask  the  exchange  for  ambulance.  Always  state 
urgency,  nature  of  case,  full  address  and  which  ambulance  is 
required,  e.g.  sitting  or  stretcher  case. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47  of  this  Act  during  the 
year.  The  Home  Help  service  has  undoubtedly  allowed  the  old  people 
to  spend  their  last  years  in  their  own  homes  - this  is  a great  com- 
fort to  them  and,  of  course,  a great  saving  of  money. 

Under  Section  50  (Burial  of  the  Dead)  of  the  above  Act,  one 
application  wan  received  and  approved. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING-  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council  still  maintains  a fortnightly  collection  service 
over  the  large  and  scattered  district  which  is  satisfactory  in 
spite  of  the  long  distances  over  which  loads  have  to  be  carried. 
The  use  of  a bulldozer  on  the  main  tips  has  greatly  helped  in 
levelling  and  covering  the  open  face  on  the  sites,  thus  reducing 
any  nuisance  from  flies  and  by  compression  of  the  top,  oblitera- 
ting holes  where  rats  could  breed.

WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Mr  * Forbes,  the  Council's  Water  Engineer,  has  supplied  me  with 
the  following  information: - 

Water  Supply 

Shortage  of  water  was  reported  in  the  hamlet  oi  Waddon  (this 
is  a private  supply  from  the  mains  of  Portland  urban  District 
Council)  which  was  due  to  some  re-construction  in  the  pumping 
station  and  a subsdquent  drop  in  the  reservoir  level.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  haul  water  for  domestic  purposes  for  a period  of  eleven 
weeks . 

During  the  year  investigation  was  commenced  with  regard  to  the 
condition  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  hamlet  of  Chilfrome. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  the  sample  of  water  from  the  Forston 
supply  was  satisfactory.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Fluoride  con- 
tent is  low  (0,09  parts  per  million)  the  recommended  amount  to 
prevent  dental  caries  being  1 part  per  million. 

The  water  in  the  district  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent 
action.

Sewerage 

Night  Soil  Collection.  Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  Council, 
where  possible,  to  discontinue  this  collection  in  Chickerell  and 
Charminster  now  that  main  sewerage  system  has  been  installed. 

Cleansing  Service.  Following  detailed  reports  of  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector,  Housing  Manager  and  Water  Engineer  stating 
that  there  was  a case  for  the  provision  of  a cesspool  emptying 
service  in  the  area,  the  Council  agreed  to  take  steps  to  provide  a 
scheme  and  it  is  envisaged  that  this  will  commence  next  year.  The 
suggested  disposal  of  the  contents  are  in  specially  constructed 
lagoons  in  the  remote  parts  of  the  district. 

The  sewage  works  for  the  Puddle town  and  Charminster  valleys 
were  completed  during  the  year  and  work  is  proceeding  on  the  scheme 
for  Cerne  Abbas.
